City Dedicates 
Tree to Daniels

On Friday, Oct. 27, a ginkgo tree and plaque were dedi¬ 
cated in Memorial Park to Victor Daniels. He died April 20, 
1994 and this would have been his 85th birthday. 

Victor was well-known in this community and in the plant 
world for his large collection of cymbidiums. Many were prize 
winners. He also hybridized and experimented with other 
plants. 

At the dedication Sierra Madre City Councilman Gary 
Adams spoke of Victor's generosity in sharing his bounty of 
plants. He donated many times to Sierra Madre organizations 
when they were having fund raisers. Often he decorated St. 
Rita's Church with his beautiful plants. 

He was also active at the Arboretum, particularly to help 
in the cymbidium booth at the Baldwin Bonanza Plant Sale. 
In Sept., 1994, his wife, Gertrude, held a large family reunion 
at the Arboretum. Superintendent John Provine drove the 
group around in a tram and pointed out the overwhelming 
number of plants and trees Victor had donated to the Arbore¬ 
tum. 

The honoree had graduated from UC Berkeley and was 
retired as an entomologists for the Los Angeles County Dept, 
of Agriculture. One of the early sources of his plant collec¬ 
tion was from England. During WWII, that country sold these 
special plants so they would have rixim to grow vegetables. 

Victor's son, Larry and his daughter-in-law Joyce Hew 
down from Fair Oaks, a suburb of Sacramento, for the dedi¬ 
cation. Also, his daughter Marie Theres and her husband Joe 
Gorszwick drove up from their home in Carlsbad. Both Larry 
and Marie Therese thanked the city for recognizing their fa¬ 
ther and paying him this honor. 

Other close friends attended the dedication and Monsignor 
Robert Gara said a prayer. The group was then invited back 
to the Daniel home for refreshments. 

Adams pointed out that the ginkgo (also called Maiden Hair 
Tree) was one of Victor's favorites, and spoke of its sturdy 
growth and beautiful leaves especially when they turn golden 
in the fall. 

Victor was a very modest man. Be assured, he would have 
objected very much to having this fuss made about him.

Time To Winterize

Pools lo¬ 
cated by trees or in windy 
areas tend to collect more 
leaves and if the leaves are 
neglected, they can sink to 
the bottom an leave a tea leaf 
stain. 

He advises that the pump 
should be run about six to 
eight hours a day, even when 
not in use. This circulates the 
water, distributes the chemi¬ 
cals and keeps things from 
growing in your pool. Proper 
chemicals are also vital, but 
not in the same quantities as 
during Summer use. Because 
temperatures are lower, there 
is less algae and you use less 
chlorine. You still need to 
scrub the walls and tiles how¬ 
ever to prevent build-up. 

“The worst problem a 
pool faces in the Winter is 
neglect,” Arangua com¬ 
mented.

I have often watched the Arcadia float pass by in the 
Tournament of Roses parade and ooohed and aaahed 
along with my fellow spectators, but have given little 
thought to it other than admiring its beauty. Jack Teel, 
member of the Board of Directors of the Arcadia Tour¬ 
nament of Roses Association, provided me with some 
history. 

While the Baldwin Ranch in Arcadia built and deco¬ 
rated a float in 1914, our City float history is traced from 
the first Arcadia float in the 1915 parade. The float showed 
a yellow butterfly emerging from its chrysalis and was 
designed by Mrs. Anita Baldwin McClaughry. 

Arcadia has won many award recognitions over the 
years since. Last year, our float won the “Theme Prize” 
with the Sport of Kings. The skill of the float builder, the 
strength of the Association leadership and each member 
contributed to these successes, but the pleasure and satis¬ 
faction of being a part of the parade and pageantry is en¬ 
joyed by all the residents of the community. 

The formal beginning of the Arcadia Asst)ciation grew 
out of the Arcadia Chamber of Commerce in the early 
196()s and was an extension of a process marked by that 
first entry in 1915. 

According to Lisa Zonver, president. “The Arcadia 
Tournament of Roses Association is unique among other 
city entries because they receive no funds from the city 
of Arcadia and no tax dollars are used to build the Arcadia 
float.” 

Monies for the floats come through fundraisers such 
as the Golf Tournament, the Festival of Fotxl. the selling 
of Parade and Bowl tickets and memberships. Member¬ 
ship is open to all at only $45 per year for individuals and 
businesses. 

They currently have 275 memberships and are always 
looking for more.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

At what age can I begin to take my dog out 
for runs with me when I go jogging? 

All dogs need exercise in order to help stay healthy. 
The medium to large breed dogs (eg. Beagles or Ter¬ 
rier size up to labradors. Shepherds, etc.) are built to 
withstand continuous running when jogging distances. 
Generally, smaller breeds (Ba.ssets, Bulldogs, Pugs, etc.) 
are simply not built to run continuous long distances. 
In general, most animals should not go on long routine 
daily "pavement pounding" runs until they have reached 
their mature height. Most medium to large dogs (not 
giant breeds) skcletally mature around 12 months of 
age. Continuous trauma to joints that occurs while on a 
long run cun damage immature joint surfaces, or pre¬ 
cipitate potential orthopedic growth problems into a 
!.;:Tiencss situation. Young growing dogs would benefit 
most by letting them run in a grassy area on their own 
initiative. Save the long distance runs until your dog 
has reached full height, and begin gradually and work 
slowly into longer distances.

two average, slightly mischievous kids, Wally and Beaver. 
Each program would present a little crisis, perhaps Beaver 
playing hookey or getting into trouble of some sort: parents 
would find out; lots of laughs, and then the inevitable happy, 
good humored ending. We laughed and laughed because the 
Cleavers were just too good to be true. 

Perhaps, we have felt somewhat the same way when the 
Holy Family of Jesus. Mar\. and Joseph is held up to us as 
the perfect family for us to imitate. No family in the United 
States in the 1990s can duplicate the Holy Family in 
Nazaareth, except in one utterly simple way: the members of 
the family can be kind. We can’t expect each other to be 
perfect, but something in the heart of the parent and child 
hopes for simple kindness. When a group of Christians asked 
Mother Teresa how they could imitate her work for the poor, 
she encouraged them, but insisted that works of kindness and 
love begin first at home for those who feel lonely or unheard. 
Then one can branch out into the wider community. 

Kindness is so undramatic most of the time. It’s not hog¬ 
ging the bathroom, it’s helping unload gnxeries, it’s running 
an errand, it’s listening, it’s caring and showing that we care 
with a simple gesture or words or just a look. The little looks 
and words and gestures of kindness set off bursts of energy; 
the house is filled with light and warmth. And without being 
pious, we find our house resembling in its own way the home 
of Jesus, Mary, and Joseph. There’s a power in kindness. 
There has never been a truly happy or holy family without it.
